Plan  emerging  to  restore  Mt.  Lake 


Neighbors  weigh-in  on  future  of  natural  lake

Dozens  of  enthusiastic  neigh¬ 
bors  weighed-in  with  their  ideas 
on  how  to  restore  ailing 
Mountain  Lake  to  its  former 
healthy  state  at  a  March  8  work¬ 
shop  sponsored  by  the  Presidio 
Trust. 

“The  objective  is  to  enhance 
the  health  of  the  lake  by  improv¬ 
ing  water  quality,”  said  Jennifer 
Knauer,  project  manager  for  the 
Trust,  in  her  opening  remarks. 

The  workshop  produced  some 
common  themes,  including 
strong  support  for  restc  ing  na¬ 
tive  habitat  with  plants  and  wil¬ 
low  trees. 

There  was  also  support  for 
dredging  the  lake  to  restore  its 
depth  and  aerating  the  water  to 
increase  oxygen  levels.  A  pro¬ 
posal  to  build  a  floating  island  in 


the  center  of  the  lake  for  birds 
was  also  popular  with  the  public. 

The  workshop  did,  however, 
unearth  some  potential  conflicts. 
Some  participants  voiced  a  pref¬ 
erence  for  a  system  of  trails 
around  the  lake  that  could  be  at 
odds  with  the  open  access  that 
others  want  to  preserve. 

“It’s  one  of  those  classic  prob¬ 
lems,"  Knauer  said.  "If  you 
restrict  people  to  the  trails,  that 
takes  away  the  open  access  that 
people  currently  enjoy.  The 
neighbors  who  live  in  the  area 
close  to  the  lake  want  unrestrict¬ 
ed  access.  They  are  happy  with 
the  status  quo.  A  trail  system 
would  change  that.” 

Residents  cautioned  that  any 
plan  that  prevents  people  from 
enjoying  access  to  the  lake  would 
not  be  welcomed. 

“To  cut  people  off  from  the 


lake  is  not  going  to  swim  with 
the  public,”  said  Ron  Miguel, 
president  of  the  Planning 
Association  for  the  Richmond. 

Some  participants  also  won¬ 
dered  if  a  proposed  animal 
restoration  component  might 
conflict  with  dog  walking  that 
has  become  popular  with  resi¬ 
dents. 

One  of  the  few  remaining  nat¬ 
ural  lakes  on  the  San  Francisco 
peninsula.  Mountain  Lake  is  lo¬ 
cated  just  inside  the  southern 
boundary  of  the  Presidio  near  the 
intersection  of  Park  Presidio 
Boulevard  and  Lake  Street. 
During  the  Gold  Rush  era,  the 
lake  was  San  Francisco’s  primary 
source  of  water.  It  is  also  be¬ 
lieved  to  be  a  campsite  for  an  ex¬ 
pedition  led  by  Capt.  Juan

Review  underway  for 
mixed-use  development 
at  Geary  and  Masonic

A  local  developer  wants  to  de¬ 
molish  The  Pub  bar  and  grill  and 
six  other  buildings  at  Geary 
Boulevard  and  Masonic  Avenue 
and  replace  it  with  a  mixed-use 
development  that  would  “make 
the  comer  look  like  Paris.” 

The  plan  is  to  demolish  the 
seven  buildings,  which  currently 
house  eight  residential  units  and 
seven  commercial  units  in  ap¬ 
proximately  23,000  square  feet, 
and  replace  them  with  two  larger 
structures  totaling  about  130,000 
square  feet  in  size. 

The  main  building  would  be 
four-stories  tall  and  have  57  units 
of  housing  and  17,000-square- 
feet  of  commercial  space.  A  sec¬ 
ond  building,  42,000  square  feet 
in  size,  would  accommodate  1 14 
parking  spaces,  storage  space  and 
room  for  various  utility  uses. 

According  to  Jacques  Janot, 
the  owner  of  the  lots  who  will  be 
developing  the  project,  the  inten¬ 
tion  is  to  divide  the  commercial 
space  for  various  types  of  small 
businesses.  He  cited  a  restaurant 
and  bar,  bakery,  fish  market  and  a 
flower  stand  as  some  of  the  types 
of  businesses  he  would  like  to 
see  move  in. 

“I  would  like  the  feel  of  a 
small  marketplace,  like  in 
France,”  Janot  said. 

The  project  is  currently  under¬ 


going  an  environmental  review  at 
the  SF  Planning  Dept.  According 
to  environmental  planner  Joy 
Navarrete,  the  environmental  re¬ 
view,  to  determine  the  expected 
environmental  effects  “in  a  worse 
case  scenario,”  should  be  com¬ 
pleted  sometime  in  May. 

After  the  environmental  re¬ 
view  is  complete,  the  project  will 
be  assigned  to  a  planner  at  the 
planning  department  who  will 
then  work  on  design  and  other 
factors  before  taking  the  project 
before  the  SF  Planning 
Commission. 

Three  of  the  lots  to  be  devel¬ 
oped  are  in  a  Neighbor¬ 
hood/Commercial  (NC-3)  district 
and  four  are  located  in  a  three- 
unit  residential  (RH-3)  district. 
Because  the  project  is  a  Planned 
Unit  Development,  a  Conditional 
Use  Permit  would  need  to  be 
granted  by  the  planning  commis¬ 
sion.  That  decision  could  be  ap¬ 
pealed  to  the  SF  Board  of  Permit 
Appeals. 

Janot  said  he  bought  the  seven 
properties  during  the  '70s  when 
the  Geary  Boulevard  “tunnel” 
was  being  dug  out.  His  intention 
has  always  been  to  develop  the 
properties  because  the  area 
“needs  revival.” 

According  to  Janot,  most  of 
the  quarter-block  that  his  seven

Ocean  Beach  Task  Force 
gets  down  to  business

The  Ocean  Beach  Task  Force, 
an  advisory  body  created  to  ad¬ 
dress  environmental,  safety, 
preservation  and  public  use  is¬ 
sues  at  Ocean  Beach,  held  its  first 
formal  meeting  at  City  Hall  in 
March.  The  primary  purpose  was 
to  establish  how  the  Task  Force 
would  operate,  appoint  members 
to  subcommittees  and  discuss 
ideas. 

Francesca  Vietor,  executive 
director  at  the  SF  Department  of 
the  Environment  announced  at 
the  start  of  the  meeting  that  she 
will  be  serving  as  the  group’s 
chair  and  assume  a  leadership 
role. 

One  of  the  group’s  most  im¬ 
portant  decisions  at  the  meeting 
was  to  ask  the  SF  Department  of 
Public  Works  to  create  a  map  that 
details  sewer  lines,  landscape 
features  and  jurisdictional  lines 
for  the  various  agencies  that  have 
a  stake  in  the  beach’s  mainte¬ 
nance  and  operations.  The  map  is 
expected  to  be  completed  for  the 
group’s  April  meeting. 

In  addition  to  a  jurisdictional 
committee,  the  Task  Force  is 
composed  of  the  physical  pro¬ 
cess,  environmental-natural  re¬ 


sources  and  anthropagenic-recre- 
ation  subcommittees. 

“During  a  planning  meeting 
we  developed  the  concept  of  sub¬ 
committees,”  said  Lara  Truppelli, 
who  is  a  member  of  the  Task 
Force  and  Friends  of  Ocean 
Beach.  “We  hope  to  have  some 
solid  recommendations  for  the 
mayor  and  other  political  bodies 
by  the  end  of  the  year.” 

The  purpose  of  the  subcom¬ 
mittees  will  be  to  identify  priori¬ 
ty  issues,  develop  a  strategy  and 
action  plan  and  compile  quarterly 
reports.  The  Jurisdictional 
Committee  will  review  each  sub¬ 
committees  quarterly  report  and 
accept  or  reject  proposals. 

“Each  subcommittee  will 
work  independently  on  a  month¬ 
ly  basis,”  said  Mark  Westlund, 
the  Department  of  the  Envir¬ 
onment's  spokesperson. 

California  Coastal  Commis¬ 
sion  Commissioner  Chris  Desser 
said  it  is  essential  for  the  plans 
that  subcommittees  draw  up  to 
follow  proper  guidelines  estab¬ 
lished  by  civic,  state  and  national 
governing  bodies. 

Vietor  concurred  with 
Desser’s  assessment.

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Pilot  recycling  program  expands  to  Outer  Richmond

Following  the  success  of  a  test 
program  in  the  Sunset  District, 
Sunset  Scavenger  will  expand  a 
modified  version  of  its  experi¬ 
mental  recycling  and  waste  col¬ 
lection  system  in  the  Outer 
Richmond  District  in  April. 

The  pilot  program  is  provid¬ 
ing  3,000  households  in  the 
neighborhood  —  about  10  per¬ 
cent  of  Richmond  District  — 
with  three  containers  for  garbage, 
compostable  materials  and  recy- 
clables. 

“All  of  these  residents  re¬ 
ceived  notices  including  a  letter 
from  the  mayor’s  office,  a  four¬ 
fold  flier  describing  the  program 


and  another  flier  with  the  carts,” 
said  Sunset  Scavenger  represen¬ 
tative  Bob  Besso. 

Newspaper,  junk  mail,  maga¬ 
zines,  catalogs,  colored  and 
white  office  paper,  dry  food  box¬ 
es,  flattened  cardboard,  telephone 
books,  glass  jars  and  botdes,  alu¬ 
minum  cans  and  foil,  plastic  bot¬ 
tles  and  tin  cans  will  be  accepted 
for  recycling.  The  compost 
container  is  for  food  scraps,  cof¬ 
fee  filters,  tea  bags  and  garden 
trimmings. 

Besso  said  routes  that  were 
tested  earlier  in  a  small  area  of 
the  Outer  Richmond  District 
were  highly  successful. 

“We  are  thankful  that  these 
residents  have  responded  so  dra¬ 


matically,”  he  said.  “They  are  re¬ 
ally  kicking  butt  in  terms  of  re¬ 
ducing  the  waste  stream. 

“The  overall  response  has 
been  very  good.  We  are  pleased 
with  the  results.  People  are  giddy 
about  having  this  new  option.” 

Besso  said  he  has  high  expec¬ 
tations  for  the  Outer  Richmond 
recycling  routes. 

“We’re  hoping  to  recycle  at 
least  40  percent  of  the  materials 
used  by  these  households,”  he 
said.  “This  is  what  we  need  for  it 
to  be  considered  successful  be¬ 
cause  of  the  great  effort  we  are 
putting  into  this  program.” 

Collections  will  be  undertaken 
by  two  separate  trucks.  One  has  a 
split-body  design  to  accommo¬ 
date  recyclables  and  garbage. 
The  other  is  a  more  conventional 
vehicle  that  will  solely  handle 
materials  for  composting.  Besso 
said  San  Francisco  is  the  first  city 
in  the  nation  to  launch  such  a 
program. 

“It  was  developed  out  of  ne¬ 
cessity,”  he  said.  “We  feel 
strongly  that  the  current  recy¬ 
cling  system  is  not  effective  in 
fulfilling  the  state  mandate  for 
waste  diversion.” 

Aside  from  environmental  and 
waste  management  benefits,  the 
program  also  has  the  “backing” 


of  collection  workers. 

‘The  carts  eliminate  the  need 
for  drivers  to  do  any  lifting  be¬ 
cause  they  are  on  wheels  and  a 
mechanical  lift  on  each  vehicle 
unloads  materials  into  the  truck,” 
Besso  said.  “This  greatly  reduces 
the  possibility  of  injury.” 

Besso  said  compostable  mate¬ 
rials  will  be  sent  to  a  facility  near 
the  cities  of  Dixon  and  Vacaville 
designed  to  handle  food  waste. 

“High-grade  compost  is  in  de¬ 
mand  by  commercial  nurseries 
and  farmers,”  he  said.  “It  also 
makes  great  potting  soil  that  can 
be  sold  to  the  public.” 


According  to  a  recent  poll  tak¬ 
en  at  Roosevelt  Middle  School, 
seven  out  of  10  students  there 
have  tried  or  are  currently  taking 
various  types  of  drugs. 

The  most  popular  drug  of 
choice  among  middle  school  stu¬ 
dents  is  marijuana,  although  co¬ 
caine  and  the  chemical  concoc¬ 
tion  ecstasy  are  also  popular,  ac¬ 
cording  to  a  study  recently  com¬ 
missioned  by  the  federal  govern¬ 
ment. 


Besso  said  collections  will  be 
conducted  from  6  a.m.  to  3  p.m. 
daily  and  there  will  be  no  addi¬ 
tional  cost  or  charges  to  cus¬ 
tomers. 

‘The  funding  for  this  program 
is  being  entirely  absorbed  by  the 
City,”  he  said. 

Besso  said  only  the  most  suc¬ 
cessful  components  of  the  Sunset 
District  pilot  program  are  being 
implemented  in  the  Outer 
Richmond  version.  This  test  area 
will  span  from  the  Great 
Highway  to  36th  Avenue  and 
Clement  Street  to  Fulton  Street. 


The  federal  government’s 
study  determined  that  more  than 
69  million  Americans  have  tried 
marijuana  at  least  once  and  the 
average  age  for  the  first-time  pot- 
smoker  is  14  years  old.  It  also 
showed  that  23  percent  of  eighth 
graders  have  tried  marijuana;  a 
number  that  increased  to  about 
50  percent  of  all  high  school  se¬ 
niors.  About  24  percent  of  high 
school  seniors  are  currently 
smoking. 

According  to  the  Roosevelt 
survey,  most  students  started  do¬ 
ing  drugs  to  escape  the  pressures 
of  personal  stress  and  they  felt 
doing  drugs  was  a  good  idea  at 
the  time.  The  study  also  showed, 
however,  that  when  the  situation 
causing  the  stress  changed,  drug 
use  among  the  teens  continued.

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I  am  sad  to  announce  that  we 
had  our  first  pedestrian  fatali¬ 
ty  this  year.  It  occurred  on  the 
afternoon  of  Wednesday,  March 
22,  at  the  intersection  of  Fifth 
Avenue  and  Geary  Boulevard  - 
just  down  the  street  from  the 
Richmond  Station. 

The  victim  was  an  elderly 
man  who  was  attempting  to  cross 
Fifth  Avenue.  It  appeared  that  he 
was  crossing  west  on  a  green 
light.  A  large  semi-tractor  truck 
was  stopped  at  the  light  facing 


north  waiting  for  the 
light  to  change.  The 
pedestrian  was,  at 
some  point,  close  to 
the  front  of  the  truck 
when  the  light 
turned  red  for  him 
and  green  for  the 
truck.  Capt. 

The  driver  of  the 
truck,  who  did  not  see  the  pedes¬ 
trian,  proceeded  forward,  struck 
the  pedestrian  and  ran  over  him. 
The  driver  continued  to  move 
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Edgar  Springer 


forward  until  other  motorists  and 
pedestrians  were  able  to  gain  his 
attention  and  get  him  to  stop. 
Officers  from  the  Richmond 
Station  arrived  immediately  and 
summoned  an  ambulance. 
Unfortunately,  the  pedestrian’s 
injuries  were  such  that  he  died  at 
the  scene. 

This  is  another  unfortunate  re¬ 
minder  to  each  of  us  in  the  dis¬ 
trict  of  how  cautious  we  have  to 
be  as  motorists  and  pedestrians. 
We  must  pay  special  attention  to 
the  safety  needs  of  our  seniors. 
Remember  the  old  Boy  Scout  tra¬ 
dition  of  assisting  an  elderly  per¬ 
son  across  the  street?  Well,  we 
don’t  have  to  be  a  Boy  Scout  to 
help.  How  about  getting  involved 
by  helping  a  senior  cross  a  street 
when  you  see  one  in  need  of  as¬ 
sistance? 

We  have  a  problem  in  this  dis¬ 
trict  and  in  the  City  in  general. 
People  are  always  in  such  a  hurry 
that  they  either  ignore  or  forget 
some  of  the  basic  courtesies  and 
the  law.  Slow  down  and  let  peo¬ 
ple  cross. 

I  have  written  a  fair  number  of 
citations  since  my  assignment 
here  for  pedestrian  right-of-way 
violations.  The  most  common  is 
when  I  stop  for  a  pedestrian  in  a 
cross  walk  and  the  car  in  the  lane 
next  to  me  flies  by  me  or,  in 
some  cases,  drives  around  me 
and  almost  hits  the  person  I’m 
letting  cross.  The  most  common 
reaction  when  I  pull  them  over  is, 
“I  didn’t  know  why  you  were 
stopping.” 

The  officers  at  the  Richmond 
Station  are  trying  hard  to  reduce 
the  number  of  collisions  and 
pedestrian  injuries  in  the  district. 
More  than  100  moving  citations 
are  written  every  week.  We  are

Ballot  drive  begins  to  put 
park  road  closures  on  ballot 


Advocates  for  closing  off 
parts  of  Golden  Gate  Park  to  ve¬ 
hicular  traffic  say  they  will  take 
the  battle  to  the  November  7  bal¬ 
lot  box. 

A  new  group.  Advocates  for  a 
Safe  Golden  Gate  Park,  filed  the 
text  of  a  proposed  ordinance  with 
the  SF  Department  of  Elections 
on  March  10.  According  to  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  group,  the  signature¬ 
gathering  process  to  qualify  the 
measure  for  the  ballot  will  begin 
mid-April. 

The  Saturday  road  closures 
would  closely  mimic  the  closures 
currently  enforced  for  Sundays 
and  holidays,  whereby  about 
one-and-a-half  miles  of  John  F. 
Kennedy  Drive,  between  Stanyan 
Street  and  Crossover  Drive,  and 
the  areas  near  the  bandshell  and 
museums  are  closed  from  6  a.m. 
until  5  p.m.  (6  p.m.  during 
Pacific  Daylight  Time) 

Thousands  of  people  use  the 
park  during  the  days  it  is  current¬ 
ly  closed  for  various  sport  and 
recreation  activities,  but  the  idea 
of  a  Saturday  closure  has  never 
passed  muster  with  members  of 
the  SF  Recreation  and  Park 
Commission. 

According  to  representatives 
at  the  M.H.  de  Young  Memorial 


and  Asian  Art  Museums  and  the 
California  Academy  of  Sciences, 
attendance  at  the  cultural  facili¬ 
ties  is  sharply  reduced  on 
Sundays  when  the  roads  closest 
to  the  facilities  are  closed. 
Saturday  closures  have  always 
been  rejected  because  of  the  po¬ 
tential  loss  of  attendance. 

According  to  language  of  the 
proposed  ordinance,  the 
Recreation  and  Park  Commission 
would  be  charged  with  working 
with  other  city  departments  to 
improve  access,  including  for  the 
disabled,  to  Golden  Gate  Park.  If 
passed,  the  law  would  take  effect 
Jan.  1,2001.

properties  are  located  on  is  not 
being  used  effectively  because 
there  are  only  eight  housing  units 
and  seven  businesses.  “There  is 
nothing  there  now,”  he  said. 

“I’m  trying  to  do  something 
everybody  will  like,”  he  saflB. 
“This  is  a  good  project.” 

Of  the  seven  buildings  that 
would  be  demolished  under  the 
plan,  two  of  them,  located  at  33 
and  39  Masonic  Ave.,  were  rec¬ 
ognized  as  being  architecturally 
noteworthy  in  a  1976  survey  of 
noteworthy  buildings  conducted 
by  the  planning  department. 
Because  they  are  not  official 
“landmarks,”  however,  they  do 
not  have  to  meet  a  higher  thresh¬ 
old  for  getting  approval  for  de¬ 
molition. 

Navarrete  said  about  15  peo¬ 
ple  have  already  contacted  her 
with  concerns  over  the  proposed 
development 

Abe  Darwish,  who  runs  a  for¬ 
eign  car  repair  clinic  in  one  of 
the  seven  buildings  slated  for  de¬ 
molition,  says  it  will  be  difficult

pair  business. 

“Auto  repair  shops  are  disap¬ 
pearing  from  Geary,”  he  said. 

Darwish,  who  moved  into  his 
current  location  10  years  ago  and 


spent  $85,000  to  fix  it  up,  says 
consumers  will  suffer  because 
they  will  have  to  pay  more  mon¬ 
ey  for  vehicle  repairs. 

Joe  Ishizaki,  who  has  operated 
The  Pub  for  the  past  two-and-a- 
half  years,  figures  he  will  finish 
out  his  five-year  lease  before  de¬ 
ciding  whether  or  not  to  return  if 
the  development  project  is  under¬ 
taken. 

He  said  The  Pub,  which  has 
operated  at  its  5  Masonic  Ave. 
site  ffjfce  1907,  is  in  a  building 
that  one  housed  a  brothel  on  its 
top  floors. 

At  the  turn  of  the  century, 
many  of  the  city’s  mortuaries 
were  located  on  Divisadero 
Street  and  the  city’s  cemeteries 
were  located  in  the  neighbor¬ 
hoods  surrounding  The  Pub.  The 
areas  west  of  the  bar  to  the 
Pacific  Ocean  were  mostly  sand 
dunes. 

The  Pub  building  also  housed 
a  “Speakeasy”  in  the  building’s 
basement  during  the  Prohibition. 
Parts  of  a  badly-damaged  mural 
from  that  time  are  still  visible  on 
the  basement’s  stucco  walls.

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Citizens  get  inside  look  at  what  it's  like  to  be  a  cop

What  does  a  former  Merchant 
Marine,  a  former  Criminal 
Defense  Attorney,  a  Muni  bus 
driver,  a  potential  City  supervisor 
and  an  adult  video  store  owner 
all  have  in  common? 

All  of  these  people  have  either 
graduated  from,  or  are  currently 
enrolled  in,  the  Citizen’s  Police 
Academy  of  the  San  Francisco 
Police  Department  (SFPD),  a  six- 
year-old  program  designed  to  in¬ 
form  residents  and  employees  in 
San  Francisco  about  police  de¬ 
partment  laws,  procedures  and 
methodology. 

“I  think  it’s  important  the 
community  knows  what  a  fine 
job  they  do  for  us,”  said  Marina 
Nikol,  a  University  of  California 
at  San  Francisco  employee.  “I 
want  to  give  back  to  my  commu¬ 
nity.” 

Nikol  is  a  student  in  the  cur¬ 
rent  class.  She  learned  of  the  pro-

gram  from  a  friend,  who  graduat¬ 
ed  from  the  program  two  years 
ago.  Although  Nikol  does  not 
have  a  career  in  the  criminal  jus¬ 
tice  system,  her  grandfather  and 
father  were  police  officers  in  oth¬ 
er  countries.  Her  grandfather  was 
a  police  commissioner  in 
Vlodivostok,  Russia,  and  her  fa¬ 
ther  was  an  officer  in  Shanghai, 
China. 

The  Citizen’s  Police  Academy 
was  introduced  in  1994  as  a  pro¬ 
gram  to  foster  positive  relations 
between  the  SFPD  and  citizens 
through  education.  Classes  are 
limited  to  25  students.  The 
Academy  lasts  15  weeks  with 
different  officers  teaching  each 
week,  discussing  topics  that  in¬ 
clude  community  policing,  juve¬ 
nile  law,  narcotics  investigations, 
crime-scene  investigations, 
firearms  procedures,  communica¬ 
tions  and  a  ride-a-long  to  see 
what  an  officer  experiences.  The 
course  culminates  with  a  gradua¬ 
tion  in  the  last  week  of  the 
course. 

Officer  Rose  Melendez,  the 
academy’s  director,  believes  the 
course  is  a  great  way  for  the 
community  to  know  its  officers 
and  procedures. 

With  the  course,  citizens  are 
able  to  develop  good  relation¬ 
ships  with  officers  and  become 
active  in  their  community, 
Melendez  said. 

The  criteria  to  participate  in 


the  course  requires  all  candidates 
to  have  no  felony  or  misde¬ 
meanor  convictions  within  one 
year  of  applying  for  the  program, 
current  enrollment  in  school  or  a 
high  school  diploma  or  GED  and 
they  must  live  or  work  in  San 
Francisco.  The  minimum  age  to 
participate  in  the  academy  is  15. 
Participants  between  the  ages  of 
15  and  18  must  have  parental 
consent  to  take  the  course. 

Many  of  the  participants  in 
the  academy  have  a  connection 
to  the  criminal  justice  system, 
while  others  simply  want  to 
know  more  about  the  police  de¬ 
partment. 

For  example,  Joanne  Minsky, 
a  retired  Criminal  Defense 
Attorney,  has  gained  a  different 
perspective  of  the  police  due  to 
the  academy  course. 

“I  can  see  there  has  been  a 
change  in  many  of  the  police 
running  the  department,”  Minsky 
said.  “They  really  want  the  help 
and  involvement  of  the  commu¬ 
nity.” 

“It’s  not  more  positive  or  neg¬ 
ative,”  the  Fillmore  neighbor¬ 
hood  resident  continued.  "It’s 
just  better.” 

Lucretia  Anderson,  a  Sunset 
District  resident  who  was  in  the 
Merchant  Marines  for  more  than 
30  years,  first  learned  of  the 
academy  from  an  officer  at  a 
Taraval  Police-Community 
Forum  and  finds  participating  in

the  academy  to  be  very  valuable. 

“One  of  the  biggest  things  I 
gained  was  knowledge,” 
Anderson  said.  “Basically,  how 
the  criminal  justice  system 
works.”  ‘ 

Anderson  provided  an  exam¬ 
ple  of  how  her  perspective  of  the 
police  and  their  methods  has 
changed. 

“If  there  is  drug  activity  on 
the  comer  and  the  police  know 
this  activity  is  going  on,  why 
don’t  they  arrest  them?”  the  re¬ 
tired  merchant  marine  said.  “But, 
the  police  can’t  do  what  we  want 
them  to  do  and  we  learned  about 
the  law.” 


Michael  Nicolet,  a  graduate 
from  the  second  Citizen’s  Police 
Academy,  liked  the  program  so 
much  that  he  came  back  for  sec¬ 
onds.  Nicolet,  a  Muni  bus  driver 
on  the  #1  California  bus  line,  is 
auditing  the  current  installment 
of  the  academy. 

“I  am  auditing  it  because  the 
curriculum  has  substantially  im¬ 
proved,”  he  said.  “It’s  different 
from  the  first  time.  The  lesson 
about  the  Fourth  Amendment  is 
more  in  depth.” 

“I  would  recommend  this 
class  for  everybody,  especially 
high  school  students,”  Anderson 
said. 


Richmond  student  one 
of  nation's  brightest 


Richmond  District  resident 
Gigi  Chow  has  been  named  a 
candidate  in  the  national 
Presidential  Scholars  Program. 

Chow,  a  graduating  senior  at 
the  Convent  of  the  Sacred  Heart 
High  School  and  the  SF 
Conservatory  of  Music,  was  one 
of  2,600  students  chosen,  out  of 
2.8  million  that  applied,  to  quali¬ 
fy  for  the  prestigious  award. 

The  37-year-old  Presidential 
Scholars  Program  is  one  of  the 
highest  honors  that  can  be  be¬ 
stowed  upon  graduating  seniors. 
Scholars  are  chosen  on  the  “basis 
of  superior  academic  and  artistic 
achievements,  leadership  quali¬ 


ties,  strong  character  and  in¬ 
volvement  in  community  and 
school  activities.” 

A  panel  of  distinguished  edu¬ 
cators  will  review  the  credentials 
of  potential  scholars  and  whittle 
the  group  down  to  500  in  April. 
A  panel  of  30  people,  chosen  by 
the  president  of  the  United 
States,  will  review  that  group  and 
choose  one  young  man  and  one 
young  woman  from  each  state  in 
the  union  and  Puerto  Rico  and 
the  District  of  Columbia  to  re¬ 
ceive  a  presidential  scholarship. 
The  U.S.  Department  of 
Education  will  announce  the  final 
scholars  in  May. 
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Centenarian  celebrates  unique 
tour  of  the  20th  century

“I  am  kind  of  surprised  I  have 
reached  that  age,”  said  A1  Rossi, 
referring  to  his  100th  birthday. 

Practically  a  San  Francisco 
native,  Rossi  has  been  living  in 
the  Richmond  District,  on 
Cabrillo  Street,  for  more  than  50 
years. 

It  all  started  in  Mazzo,  Italy 
where  Rossi  was  bom.  The  old¬ 
est  of  four  children,  his  parents 
packed  up  and  left  Italy  in  1902 
for  a  new  life  in  America. 

His  mother  liked  to  say  that 
when  two-year-old  A1  was  on¬ 
board  the  ship  headed  to  the 
United  States,  he  spoke  his  first 
words  in  English  -  “lemon 
drop.” 

“Lemon  drops  are  what  was 
handed  out  to  help  with  sea  sick¬ 
ness  in  those  days,”  Rossi  ex¬ 
plained. 

Like  many  people  who  arrived 
to  America  with  hopes  and 
dreams,  the  new  immigrants 
moved  west.  After  a  few  years  in 
Nevada  City,  the  family  settled  in 
San  Francisco  and  lived  on 
Kearny  Street  in  the  North 
Beach. 

Rossi  can  remember  many 
events  in  his  life,  but  he  says  his 
life  really  began  when  he  left  the 
Naval  Reserve  to  join  the 
Merchant  Marines  in  1918. 

While  onboard  the  merchant 
ship  “Sapanero,”  he  was  able  to 
travel  the  world  and  develop  one 
of  his  favorite  hobbies,  playing 
the  stock  market. 

“We  used  only  imaginary 
money  and  had  no  commis¬ 
sions,"  he  said.  "The  wireless  op¬ 
erator  played  the  role  of  stock 
broker.  He  got  all  the  reports  of 
the  stocks  for  that  day.  The  rest 
of  us  acted  as  buyers  and  sellers 
on  the  stock  market  floor.” 

“This  is  where  I  learned  about 
the  stock  market.  Over  a  two  to 
three  month  period  of  time,  I  fig¬ 
ure  I  made  pretty  near  a  quarter 
of  a  million  dollars.” 

After  completing  his  tour  as  a 
Merchant  Marine,  he  found  a  job 
with  the  Southern  Pacific 
Railroad,  working  at  the  Round 
House,  in  1923. 

“The  master  mechanic  was 
impressed  that  I  had  been  a  mer¬ 
chant  marine  so  he  gave  me  a 


job,"  Rossi  said. "The  starting 
wage  for  that  job  was  S3  a  day.” 

He  remembers  those  first 
weeks  on  the  job  well  because 
the  funeral  train  for  President 
Warren  G.  Harding  came  by  after 
Harding  died  unexpectedly  while 
staying  at  the  City's  Palace  Hotel. 

A  couple  of  months  later, 
Rossi  was  promoted  to  fireman 
and  in  1938,  he  was  promoted  to 
engineer. 

“I  had  the  experience  of  run¬ 
ning  both  freight  and  passenger 
trains,”  Rossi  said.  “But  passen¬ 
ger  was  my  favorite.  I  preferred 
the  passenger  runs  because  they 
were  short." 

The  ride  to  San  Louis  Obispo 
and  back  was  one  of  his  fa¬ 
vorites.  Rossi  worked  for  the 
Southern  Pacific  Railroad  until 
1965,  when  trains  were  convert¬ 
ed  to  diesel  fuel. 

After  Rossi  retired,  he  contin¬ 
ued  to  travel  the  world,  including 
a  trip  to  Australia  in  1983.  No 
longer  a  world  traveler,  he  now 
finds  his  adventures  closer  to 
home. 

“I  was  driving  my  car  until 
1996  when  1  did  not  pass  the  eye 
chart  test,”  he  said. 

Since  he  fell  two  years  ago, 
Rossi’s  niece,  Sandy  Cavaglia, 
looks  in  on  him  regularly. 

“If  I  didn’t  have  that  fall  back 
in  September  of  '98,  I  would  be 
doing  pretty  good,”  Rossi  said. 

Since  that  time,  Rossi  has 
been  mostly  confined  indoors 
and  receives  in-home  care  from 
Rowena  Dizon,  a  care  attendant 
who  visits  every  day. 

Now  that  he  is  not  able  to 
walk  much,  he  misses  the  daily 
traffic  of  Clement  Street  where 
he  used  to  walk  and  shop  daily. 

Rossi  has  seen  many  changes 
in  the  world.  Many  of  the  things 
we  rely  on  today  were  invented 
in  his  lifetime.  And  while  he  still 
has  enthusiasm  for  the  stock  mar¬ 
ket,  Rossi  has  no  computer  and 
does  not  go  online. 

“I  have  some  stock,"  he  said, 
“but  as  far  as  technology  goes,  I 
missed  the  boat  there.” 

While  he  appreciates  the  ad¬ 
vances  in  technology,  one  thing 
Rossi  calls  “a  curse  on  the  na¬ 
tion”  is  the  credit  card. 

“I  understand  why  people  use 
them  and  I  can  see  it  does  help

the  economy  in  some  ways,  but  it 
is  not  good  to  have  to  worry  over 
debt,”  he  said. 

Rossi  believes  credit  should 
only  be  used  for  things  like  buy¬ 
ing  a  house.  This  he  understands 
well,  because  in  1932  he  helped 
his  parents  buy  a  house. 

Rossi  has  been  a  bachelor  his 
entire  life  and  he  thinks  that  is 
maybe  the  secret  to  his  longevity. 

“One  of  the  reasons  why  I 
have  lived  so  long  is  because  I 
don’t  have  anyone  to  boss  me 
around  or  cause  me  to  worry,”  he 
said  jokingly. 

Cavaglia  is  very  proud  of  her 
uncle.  She  had  a  special  engi¬ 
neer's  hat  made  for  him  imprint¬ 
ed  with  the  words,  “I  am  100.” 

Cavaglia  thinks  he  has  lived 
so  long  because  he  maintains  a 
healthy  interest  in  what  is  going 
on  around  him. 

“He  (Rossi)  lives  a  simple  and 
clean  life.  He  keeps  informed  on 
many  things  but  he  does  not  let  it 
worry  him.  He  has  to  have  fresh 
fruit  and  vegetables  every  day, 
along  with  a  regular  regiment  of 
vitamins,”  she  said. 

When  reflecting  on  his  life 
Rossi  is  thankful  to  have  the  life 
he  has  been  given.  He  treasures 
the  memories  of  his  world  travels 
and  is  thankful  to  have  the  love 
and  care  of  friends  and  family. 

Although  he  has  traveled  the 
world  and  could  have  lived  any¬ 
where,  Rossi  never  thought  about 
living  anywhere  but  San 
Francisco. 

“Right  here  in  San  Francisco 
is  where  I  want  to  be,”  he  said.

Mt.  Lake  restoration  plan  in  works

Bautista  de  Anza  when  he 
claimed  the  Presidio  in  the  name 
of  Spain  in  1776. 

During  the  last  200  years,  the 
lake  has  turned  from  a  30-foot- 
deep  freshwater  lake  into  a  nine- 
foot-deep  "toxic  swamp,"  accord¬ 
ing  to  experts.  They  say  it  is  no 
surprise  that  Mountain  Lake  has 
fallen  on  a  bad  patch,  consider¬ 
ing  the  years  of  neglect  and  hu¬ 
man  interference  this  once-pris- 
tine  body  of  water  has  encoun¬ 
tered. 

Fed  on  a  steady  diet  of  con¬ 
struction  debris  when  a  stretch  of 
Highway  1  between  Park 
Presidio  Boulevard  and  the 
Golden  Gate  Bridge  was  built  in 
1938  and  a  healthy  dose  of  pesti¬ 
cide  runoff  from  the  nearby 
Presidio  Golf  Course,  the  lake 
became  infested  with  algae  and 
lost  one-third  of  its  depth. 

Public  outcry  over  the  lake’s 


deterioration  peaked  in  1994  af¬ 
ter  a  large  number  of  native  carp 
and  catfish  were  spotted  floating 
on  the  surface.  The  lake’s  oxygen 
level  was  finally  choked  off  by 
algae. 

Three-Phase  Restoration 
Plan 

Recognizing  that  the  lake 
needed  a  long-term  health-main¬ 
tenance  plan,  the  Presidio  Trust, 
in  cooperation  with  the  Golden 
Gate  Parks  Association  and  the 
National  Park  Service,  designed 
the  March  workshop  to  solicit  in¬ 
put  from  the  community  on  how 
to  improve  water  quality,  beauti¬ 
fy  natural  areas  and  enrich  the 
visitor's  experience. 

The  workshop  is  part  of  the 
first  phase  of  a  three-phase  plan 
aimed  at  resuscitating  Mountain 
Lake  by  March  2001.  By  June 
officials  will  issue  a  draft  of  a 
restoration  plan  they  hope  will  be 
finalized  by  the  end  of  the  sum¬ 


mer.  If  environmental  approval  is 
granted,  implementation  of  the 
plan  could  begin  by  the  end  of 
the  year. 

Officials  are  still  unwilling  to 
put  a  price  tag  on  the  project,  but 
the  trust  has  a  $500,000  fund  to 
draw  upon  donated  by  the  San 
Francisco  International  Airport 
as  part  of  mitigation  efforts  to 
offset  current  airport  expansion. 
To  keep  expenses  to  a  minimum, 
officials  said  they  will  take  ad¬ 
vantage  of  cost-sharing  opportu¬ 
nities. 

“The  Presidio  has  a  native 
plant  nursery  on  site.  We  could 
make  use  of  it  for  some  of  the 
plants  at  Mountain  Lake,” 
Knauer  said. 

Individuals  wishing  to  ex¬ 
press  their  ideas  or  concerns 
about  the  Mountain  Lake 
restoration  project  can  write  or 
call  the  Presidio  Trust  before  the 
public  comment  period  ends 
April  7.

He  wanted  to 
open  a  small  restaurant 
serving  the  best  food  with 
moderate  prices  in  a  poorly 
served  neighborhood. 

He  found  a  run-down  loca¬ 
tion,  hired  people,  painted, 
plumbed  and  remodeled  the 
kitchen  of  a  former  lunch  place. 
He  opened  Bistro  1650  on  Bal¬ 
boa  Street  in  September,  1999. 

The  atmosphere  is  laid  back 
and  lovely.  The  restaurant  only 
seats  20  people  inside  but  there 
are  additional  tables  outside  for 
nice  days  and  evenings.  Heaters 
will  soon  be  installed  outside. 

The  ceiling  looks  like  the  sky 
during  the  day  with  a  third  of  the 
top  of  the  walls  painted  to  resem¬ 
ble  clouds.  Blue  is  the  predomi¬ 
nant  color,  but  it  all  blends  nice¬ 
ty- 

Levy  loves  to  mingle  and  chat 
with  his  patrons.  He  and  his  staff 
cater  many  private  parties  around 
the  City.  His  chef  and  chef’s  as¬ 
sistant  are  both  graduates  of  the 
California  Culinary  Academy. 

For  lunch,  the  Caesar  Salad 
($5.75)  with  anchovies  is  excel-

lent.  It  comes  with  crisp  romaine 
lettuce,  homemade  croutons  and 
Caesar  dressing.  The  menu  for 
dinner  and  lunch  changes  accord¬ 
ing  to  solstices  and  holidays. 
Another  item  from  the  Winter 
Menu  was  mixed  green  salad 
($6.95)  with  pancetta,  dried  cher¬ 
ries,  blue  cheese  and  poppyseed 
vinaigrette. 

The  duck,  prepared  two  ways, 
($16.95)  has  large  portions  of 
duck  leg  confit  and  a  pan-seared 
breast  served  with  plum  sauce.

tax  payments  to 
$2,300  per  month  - 
a  substantial  sav¬ 
ings.  Also,  your 
property  will  most 
likely  be  appreciat¬ 
ing,  making  that 
piece  of  real  estate 
an  attractive  invest¬ 
ment. 

In  1997  the  government 
passed  a  law  that  entitles  those 
who  have  lived  in  their  principal 
residence  for  the  last  two  out  of 
five  years  to  take  a  profit  of 
$500,000  tax  free  if  they  are  mar¬ 
ried  and  filing  a  joint  tax  return 
or  $250,000  if  they  are  single 
when  they  sell  their  home.  Gains 
higher  than  this  amount  would  be 
taxable  and  this  can  be  done  ev¬ 
ery  two  years. 

Because  of  this  new  law,  some 
people  have  been  taking  advan¬ 
tage  of  it  by  selling  their  princi¬ 
pal  residence,  taking  their  profits 
tax  free  and  moving  into  one  of 
their  rental  units. 

Investment  real  estate  also 
provides  tax  advantages. 
However,  they  are  not  as  favor¬ 
able  as  they  were  before  the  tax 
reform  act  of  1986. 

For  investment  real  estate,  if 
your  income  is  below  $100,000, 
you  may  take  real  estate  rental 
losses  up  to  $25,000  against  your

income.  If  your  income  is  more 
than  $150,000,  the  deductions 
are  reduced  by  half.  However,  if 
you  are  an  active  real  estate  in¬ 
vestor  you  may  be  able  to  deduct 
any  losses  on  an  annual  basis. 

Prior  to  1986  the  depreciation 
rules  were  also  much  more  favor¬ 
able.  An  investor  can  choose  to 
depreciate  a  property  on  an  ac¬ 
celerated  basis,  thus  inflating  his 
expenses  and  resulting  in  large 
tax  losses  which  can  be  offset 
against  ordinary  income  at  that 
time. 

Since  depreciation  is  a  non¬ 
cash  expense,  it  made  owning 
real  estate  a  much  more  desirable 
investment  for  the  rich  prior  to 
1986.

tate  can  only  be  depreciated  by 
the  straight-line  method  during 
the  course  of  27.5  years  and  non- 
residential  real  estate  for  the  du¬ 
ration  of  3 1 .5  years. 

There  are  no  tax  exemptions 
for  investment  real  estate  such  as 
the  $500,000  non-taxable  gain 
for  principal  residences.  Upon 
sale,  all  gains  are  taxed  either  at 
the  ordinary  tax  rate  or  the  long¬ 
term  capital  gains  tax  rate  if  the 
ownership  period  is  during  12 
months. 

However,  with  investment 
property  one  can  exchange  into 
another  property  by  performing  a 
1031  tax  deferred  exchange  tax 
free.  Other  investors  are  convert¬ 
ing  their  rentals  into  principal 
residences  and  then  selling  them 
to  take  advantage  of  the  non-tax¬ 
able  exemptions.

Wisely

hen  I  be¬ 
gan 

working 
on  this  article,  I 
had  recently  re¬ 
turned  from  visit¬ 
ing  my  retired 
parent’s  home  in 
Colorado.  Mom 
and  Dad  are  in 
their  late  seventies  and  very  ac¬ 
tive.  They  take  care  of  my  one- 
year-old  great  niece.  Scarlet, 
three  days  per  week  while  her 
mother  and  father  work  and  at¬ 
tend  college.  The  rest  of  their 
time  is  spent  with  family  activi¬ 
ties,  friends,  and  each  other. 

Their  home  is  the  busy  center  of 
a  large  extended  family.  I  won¬ 
der,  is  their  experience  typical  for 
people  their  age?  Is  there  a  con¬ 
nection  between  their  active  fam¬ 
ily  and  social  life,  and  their  good 
health?  I’m  convinced  there  is. 

Of  the  people  contacted  in  a 
recent  telephone  survey  conduct¬ 
ed  by  the  San  Francisco 
Commission  on  the  Aging,  78 
percent  of  people  between  65  and 
74  years  said  they  have  no  diffi¬ 
culty  going  outside  the  home.  A 
full  73  percent  of  people  75  and 
older  echoed  that  response.  It’s 
good  to  know  that  such  a  sub¬ 
stantial  number  of  elders  in  San 
Francisco  are  so  mobile.  But 
what  of  the  21  to  26  percent  who 
do  have  difficulty?  In  the 
Richmond  District,  that  translates 
into  more  than  2,700  (based  on 
1990  census  data)  of  the  oldest 
people  in  the  district.  This  is  a 
large  number  of  people.  Worse 


yet,  about  640  of  those  people 
have  no  one  to  assist  them  to  go 
outside  the  home.  These  frail  el¬ 
ders,  our  neighbors,  are  at  the 
highest  risk  for  social  isolation. 

The  effects  of  social  isolation 
are  well  known.  In  the  book 
“Successful  Aging,”  doctors 
John  W.  Rowe  and  Robert  L. 
Kahn  state  the  following: 

We  know  four  important 
things  about  the  connection  be¬ 
tween  social  relation  and  health, 
and  all  apply  to  older  people. 
First,  isolation  -  a  lack  of  social 
ties  however  measured  -  is  a 
powerful  risk  factor  for  poor 
health.  Second,  social  support  in 
its  many  forms  -  emotional,  ac¬ 
tual  physical  assistance,  and  so 
on  -  has  direct  positive  effects  on 
health. 

Equally  important,  but  less 
widely  known,  social  support  can 
buffer  or  reduce  some  of  the 
health  related  effects  of  aging. 
Finally,  and  perhaps  most  impor¬ 
tant,  no  single  type  of  support  is 
uniformly  effective  for  all  peo¬ 
ple,  in  all  situations. 

Our  mission  at  The  Richmond

As  we  all  know  by  now,  it’s  a 
census  year  and  all  of  us  will  be 
getting  a  census  form  in  the  mail. 
Many  of  you  have  probably  al¬ 
ready  received  the  form. 

Although  the  US  Census  Bureau 
is  spending  a  great  deal  of  money 
on  ads,  it  can’t  be  overstated  how 
important  it  is  for  each  of  us  to 
fill  out  the  form  and  mail  it.  We 
need  to  make  sure  that  every  se¬ 
nior  is  counted.  When  seniors  are 
missed,  communities  are  denied

their  rightful  share  of  $185  bil¬ 
lion  in  federal  grants  allocated  on 
the  basis  of  population.
